Tho qucHtioii of indemnity to mem- 
beia of the Lp{:^iHlative Assembly forms 
tlio subject of £1 leading article in yes- 
terday's edition of tho local organ. In 
considering for a moment tlie aim and 
drift of the article, it may l)e interest- 
ing to bear in mind that it is presum- 
ably from the pen of the regularly ao- 
oredited editor-in-chief of that paper- - 
"Amor DeOoi^raos." Tho primary ob- 
jeotof the writer is to manufacture poli- 
tical capital for the Ministry of wliich 
Leiu himself a member, out of the 
mode bit upon for the solution of tho 
ind^mnitj' problem; and it must be 
confessed that he addresses himself to 
thV'Wori-with a freedom from embar- 
ras^g inodesty which is quite wouder- 
fojv ,The' question, we are told, is pre- 
eminently one requiring submission to 
the people. The Qovernment might, 
indeed, have exercised their undoubt- 
ed power, and acceded to the ex- 
pressed wish of an overwhelmiug ma- 
jority of the people's representatives; 
hut it would have been very naughty, 
and very inconsistent with the genius 
and principles of Responsible Govern- 
ment. Other administrations would 
most likely have dorio so; but the pres- 
ent one did not, and it is, therefore, a 
paragon of patriotism and eonstita- 
tional perfection becrtusc- il rciu.sed a 
slight incrcnsod indomnity to mem- 
bers witboiitthe direct sanction of tlie 
people. This doctrine seems plausible, 
and wo are not prepared to question 
its soundness, considered as an ab- 
stract thesis in political ethics. Yet it 
seems questionable how far the prin- 
ciple is practicable or practiced in 
worHng out responsible institutions. 
But our present object is not so much 
to/di^ousB. the principle involved, as to 
examine into a few historical facts, in 
order to discover how far the present 
Ministry are entitled to take credit for 
the''course pursued, in this matter, of 
members' indemnity. In pursuit of 
this object, we invite the reader to ac- 
compajiy US back to March 1872, when 
we fin'd the presentMinister of Finance 
clamoring for ten dollars .1 day or live 
hundred dollars for the whole session, 
and boldlj' declaring that unless tho 
Government conceded the point they 
must resign. In rejily to a member 
who suggested that it was rather in- 
delicate for members to vote public 
money into their own pockets, lie said, 
"Hon. gentlemen talked about the 
indelicacy of putting money into their 
own pockeui. Why, that is what every 
man in the colony is trying to do. i'or 
myself, I feel no delicaoy in tho mat- 
ter." On the 13th of March, the mat- 
ter came up. in a slightl}- modined form, 
eight dpilara a day having been sub- 
stiluted for ten. The present Attor- 
ney-Gteneral took an active part in the 
debate/' strongly advocating the in- 
crease, and asking to have "a solid 
vote of the House on the resolution." 
On a division the resolution was car- 
ried, only four voting against it. 
Amongst the yeas wore Walkem, Arm- 
strong and Ash. Here, then, we have 
three out of the tivo members com- 
posing the present Caljinet sup|iovlii]g 
a direct demand u]wn the ( lovornmont 
for a largo increase to inonibrr.-;' in- 
demnity, without any reference what- 
ever 10 tho pcoj)le, and two (if these 
wore really the ringleaders of 
tho "More Pay" movement. Mr. 
Beaven is the only man in tho present 
Cabinet who opposed the demand. ^Nfr, 
DeCosmos was absent; but the stand 
taken by those whom he claimed as his 
followers, and more especially his own 
action in regard to a cognate issue 
more recently raised at Ottawa, to which 
K^d shall presently advei-t, justify the 
conclusipn.that, had he been present 
he would have been found voting witli 
his friends on the "More Pay" ticket. 
The reader is invited to bestow a pass- 
ing glance upon the columns of our 
local contemporary of that period, and 
'Bee how gross were tho insults hurled 
at those members who voted for increas- 
ed idemnity— howit characterized them 
as raiders upon the public treasiuy, 
hon-roost robbers, chum-giuig birds! 
Three out of tho live present ^Ministers 
wcro of that gang! Two of these — 
ARMSTRONG and WALKEM-were 
ring-leaders in it!! During the presi'ut 
Bes.iion of tho Domimon Pailiament 
Mr. DeCosmos joined in a "round ro- 
bin" to have the idemnity of members 
raised to "one thousand dollars a ses- 
Bion"! It was so raised, and ho pocket- 
ed the increase 1 Not a word this time 
about a reference to the pooijle. Ho was 
^elejpjied to jpup!i:.eBent a oonpti^MQncy in 
the Federal Parliament, tov.p.j$\ ^ yearn . 
Not'a word oi' complamfc escaped his 



lips as to tho inadequacy of the idem- 
nity when he was seeking the suilVages 
of tho electors. He was all aglow with 
patriotism then. But he goes fresh 
from the hustings, at^dat'tHe veiy first 
sossion_ doubles his own pay! Not a 
word about consulting tho dear people 
now. Oh! no. The thousand dollars is 
pocketed mthout a qualm of conse i e n c e , 
and he regrets it wasn't two. Now, we 
do not wish to be understood as con- 
demning the iiicrease' ati,0tjayr,a, or thp 
proposediucrease here. .T]ii,at'>;i§.,^.P,t 
now under discussion. But what we 
do say is this: When we find that three" 
out of the five Ministers were, a little 
more than a twelve month ago, parties 
to a demand nyion the" then Govern- 
ment for a large Increase of idemnity, 
two of them ring-leaders in tho movo- 
lueut, and when we liiid that a fourth, 
only a mouth (U' two ;igo, was 
a [jartv tn doiiljliug liis own 
p:iy — iNriii'.Asi.Nd i r 'I'o kouhtimks TUr. i.o- 
OAii iNnKMMTV about which there has 
been sucli an ado. and not a word ab^ut 
consulting tli(3 people in either case, wo 
say, when we find four out of the flvu Mi- 
nisters in such a plight we must deny 
them tho right or title to any doubtful 
capital that can be tnaimfacturcd out of 
tho i)rosent must iiitiful, \\n were nhnw'i to 
say disgraceful, apiicid t(i the inHijik' of 
Uritish (.'olunibiii. AVitli what ulnciily 
they consult the people as t'.> iiwligiitin- 
ei-e;isi; in the uuloiunity of iiu.'iiilu'rs wlieii 
they have tueir own lU'nis up to tln^ 
shoulder thrust into the public treasury. 
Bat the case is very dilVercnt when it 
comes to bo a matter of doubling Jfr. De- 
Cosmos' indemnity atOttawa, or of taking 
sovon thousand ilollors of the people's 
money for tho purpose of creating a use- 
less department for a still more use- 
loss Minister. There is no word about 
consulting the people when tho money is 
going into Ministerial pockets. And yet 
wo find this same jirint now praising tlK'K(> 
self-same "hen-roost rob'liors" of a year 
ago, liecausc of tli<' extreme tenderness of 
tlicii- eonsciciii'os in refusing a triHin^'.in- 
creaso in nicinbe, 9' indi.'innity, witliouf :i 
direct appt'.d to the |ieople! Thocheeki- 
ues-B of tho organ is only excelled liy its 
inconsistency. Surely it must bo in a 
strait when it c.^n find no better material 
out of which to imuuifaiitnro "i-heap and 
nasty" popularity for its miister.s thun is 
sni)|')lii'd by tho nieniln-rs' indemnity 
farci'. The organ is easily pleasod. We 
wonder how the memlicrs who wore jiart-i's 
to tlie miserable compromise will like the 
result of this magnifleent stroke of stntea-

THK SAN JUAN MUnumt. 

Charley, the Indian's case, was colled. 

Mr. MoCreigbt, Q.C., wlioappeured for 
tho prisoner, said that tho ovidenco was 
insulbciont to justify his being remaiiileil. 
What there was of ovidonco was rather in 
prisonflr's favor. Tlio boot-marks corres- 
ponded with Joe's boots, who's ovidonco 
alone had beqn brought against tho pri- 
soner, and it oould not be- taken as suiii- 
cient. No tracks other than Joo's had 
boon seen. He asked, theroforo, that the 
prisoner might bo released. 

Mr. Courtney, who aiiiioured for the II. 
S. Government, anid that were there evi- 
dence against Charley it would not bo 
produced here. The case would have to 
bo tried elsewhere after the prisoner had 
boon extradited. He (Courtney) would 
apply for prisoner's retention, not na a 
murderer, but as a, suspected character. 
Prisoner's counsel had recourse through 
the Supremo Court by applying for his 
rolease under the habeas cu>f)iis Act.

mill Il'/'c/- supplies th;> fullowing signifi- 
cant ill fnrinalion regarding the m:.ckerol 
tishing at Kinsale. Ho says: — "Tlio talie 
of tisli liavo been so enormous and unpre- 
cedented that buyers can scarcely be 
found even when, as now, uiaokorel are 
selling at one shilling per six score. Piles 
of magnifieeat li»h lie rotting in the sun. 
The sides of Kinsale Harbor aro strewn 
witlitlion', ami frequently, whim they 
hav.3 bui'onio a little "touched," whole 
boatloads are thrown ovorlioard into tlic 
water. This groat waste is to bo attrilnit- 
ed to scarcity of hands to salt the fish and 
want of packing boxes. Some of the boats 
are said to have made as much as £500 
tliis season. The local lisliing companie.-i 
are making active lu'eparatioiis for tlui 
approaching herring fisliing, and it is an- 
ticipated that Kinsale may become ono of 
the centres of this deserijition of fishing." 
The Irish Inspoctors in thoir report, late- 
ly issued, I ell us that the "South of Ire- 
hind h'isliing Conipany ." which for several 
years carried on it.i chief operations at 
Kinsale, lately, like most other tishing 
companies ill Ireland, ceased to exi^ t. but 
that its vessels, &c., have boon purcuasoir 
by two or three private persons, who 
intend to carry on operations. We 
learn from t!ie sanio ollicial source that 
in several cases in Indaiid "private enter- 
prises has (lone much" in tlic way of 
successfully prusf.H'nting fishing ojj(>rn,- 
tioiis. We may theroforo hopefully look 
forward to the Kinsale fisheries being 
more reniuiioratively worked under the 
ex(>rtinii r)f private persons than under 
ihi' olid i.iiati' nnii' I'.i ii'Tv n'i a ciiairinaii, 
hoard of dircctcirs, niaiia^cr and secre- 
tary. I'l ivati ■ en IcijiiiHc can nil doubted ly 
and wo liopi^ shcntly will, acc^oiiqi lisli 
iiincli for the resuaeifation of tho deep- 
sea coast ftsheries of Ireland, and we trust 
the liisiiectora, now that they must see 
that ( iovei-iitiient have no intention of ad- 
Yiinciiig loans for tlie assistance of the 
lishermen, will turn their attention to pro- 
mote every movement made in this direc- 
tion.

TheTioii'borxiLe Claimant on 
the Stage. 

An English exchange gives tho follow- 
ing account of tho claimant's rc-uppeur- 
anco on tho stage to induce the public to 
rc-lill his ooflfovH, already depleted by the 
trial, now pending, though the trial is not 
more than half over, if he goes on with 
his dofmico:

The curtain after- 
wards rose exposing a "flat," two chairs 
niul 11 table, and the Claimant entered, fol- 
lowed l-y Mr. Wlialley. .M. P. Tliecheor- 
ing, wliii'h was very gri-at, liaving sal)si- 
sidoil. the Claiiiiant thanked those presant 
for their kin.

fiu m any opinion of tho case till they had 
beard the end of it. A similar form was 
lifti'rwards gone throuf^h at tho Pavilli.ni 
Theatre, where the audience was literally 
packed, and where shouts of "Bravo 
Ticbborno," "We won't see him lost," 
Ac. greeted the Claimant's appearance. 

Willing to IleTp'Him 0£P. 

Tiio Siiiith lieiul Tiilnino has tho f ol- 
lowiii;,' stDi'v of a wile who was not dis- 
posed to til wart her hiirbaiid's dosiro 
to commit suicide: 

A few days ago a farmer in Madison 
township quarrelled with his wife and 
left home. Ho returned in a siiort 
lime, and the quarrel was resumed and 
continued to such uu extent that he ex- 
pressed a desire to be out of tho world.

The husband 
dropped in the grass, to all a^jpear- 
ancea dead, and lay there a short time 
before the wife came to him. It did 
not take her lonfj to discover that he 
wa.s "playing possum," and grasping' 
an axe-liauiUo, she attacked him so 
liercely tlmt but for tho intorforouco of 
some of the children she would have 
crushed his skuU, It is needless to 
add that there will be a divorce. 



FivD Deaths Cacskd by a Su.v Ftsii. — 
The sun fish is a large sea fish, yield- 
iiiirin the nvor.-igc aliout }!100 worth of 
oil, and is so called from its habit of 
lying on the surface of tiio water and 
basking in the rays of the sun. It is 
somctitnGs cauf^ht with hook and bait, 
but is f,'cnerally harj)ooned. A few 
weeks ag'o a iiiirdy crew of fislieniien 
from Sharlc Island, on the coast of 
Cxalway, Jr<d;ind, startecl in pursuit of 
one of these fish. They succeeded in 
spearing him, after which, for three 
or four hours, tho fish kept carrying 
the boat away, until it had ]uilled it 
sev(!ral miles. At length the crew 
brought him up, and were abort lo 
lash iiini lo tlie gunwale of the boat. 
What then foUowiid is best told by ;\Ir. 
Brady, Iheluapoctur of Irish Fi.sherios, 
in these words: Tho second harpoon 
is driven into hiiu so that l\o may be 
W(dl secured fore and aft; tlie iisli gets 
rest less ; I he coil of tin.' tlrst harpoon 
Kiiajis, tlie fish's lieail is free. Away 
lie dashcw, draffgiiig' out the coii with 
hiin at such a rate tliat it wore more 
than two inches into the gunwale of 
the boat ; it eatciios in the legs of the 
man at the stern, who is j.iaying (uit 
the(H)i]; he is going overboard; his 
comrades ti-y to save him ; tlie boat gi.'Ls, 
a heel over with tlio strain, and nine 
men are precipitated into the water, 
11 vG of them never rise again; four men 
are ])i(;kcd up nearly exhausted by the 
seeeinil boat, which 18 near at hand. 
TIhm' haul on the coil whiidi went over- 
b.ianl with th';(")oi'iu m at IhOHlfrn.aiid 
there he i.s toiiml — dead, clutcliing the 
rope so lightly that it could not be re-- 
moved till cut. Tho other four bodies 
have not yet been found.
